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Understanding Your Flood Risk

What is Risk?
Risk is a combination of the likelihood that something will happen and the consequences when it does. For
instance, a high likelihood with little consequence may have low risk.
example: seasonal flooding of undeveloped wetlands.

A low likelihood with extreme consequences may have high risk.
example: overtopping of a levee that protects a city from up to the 500-year flood.

What is the Likelihood of Flooding?

*The Special Flood Hazard Area has a 1% or greater chance of flooding in any year. On average floodwaters will get
high enough to flood this area once in every 100 years. It is known as the 100-year floodplain. A 100-year flood can
occur more than once in a 100-year period. Refer to the FEMA Flood Insurance Study and Flood Insurance Rate Map
for your community to help determine your flood risk.

One-percent or greater chance of flooding in any year.
(FEMA Flood zones A, AE, A1- A30, AO, AH)

Anyone can buy flood
insurance for your home
or business, no matter
what your flood risk, as
long as your community
participates in the National
Flood Insurance Program.
Consider the consequences
before writing off flood
insurance as too expensive.
Can you afford to not be
covered?

If your lender requires
flood insurance it is only
foryour structure.

* Elevate the lowest floor of your building above
anticipated flood levels.

¢ Construct levees to hold back flood waters.
